Local permanent 
residents should 
vote, mayor says 


Politics. Council 
approves motion 
seeking report on 
allowing those waiting 
for their citizenships 
to vote in municipal

Permanent residents in Can¬ 
ada may not have the right to 
vote, but Mayor Mike Savage 
said he wants that changed for 
municipal elections so the ap¬ 
proximately 11,000 permanent 
residents who live in HRM feel 
valued enough to stay. 

On Tuesday, regional coun¬ 
cil passed Savage’s motion ask¬ 
ing staff to compile a report 
on the “benefits and implica¬ 
tions” of allowing permanent

residents to vote in municipal 
elections and addressing inter¬ 
governmental, legislative and 
social implications. 

“They are in fact the re¬ 
source that our city and our 
province needs more than any¬ 
body else,” Savage said during 
the meeting. 

“This ties into what we need 
in this city and this province, 
which is for people to come 
here and ... particularly people 
to stay here.” 

Savage said Canadian cit¬ 
izenship can take many years to 
be granted, if at all, and mean¬ 
while permanent residents are 
doing “eveiything eveiyone 
else does,” such as paying taxes, 
employing local workers, open¬ 


ing businesses or volunteering. 

He added it “makes sense” 
to allow those interested in 
Halifax issues the right to vote, 
which can help them feel like 
their voices are being heard 
and get them involved with 
government. 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple, 
who represents the Fall River 
area, said there are many U.K. 
residents in his area who “con¬ 
tribute in eveiy way,” but can’t 
vote. “I wish we could just pass 
this tonight,” he said. 

Coun. David Hendsbee also 
supported the idea but noted 
not much can happen until and 
unless the provincial or federal 
governments agree to move on 
the issue.

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Rumours denied 


Seahorse Tavern 
not shutting 
down: Owner 

Seahorse Tavern owner 
Victor Syperelc says 
“there’s no truth” to 
rumours the downtown 
Halifax staple will shut its 
doors. 

Frank Magazine posted 
a stoiy online Tuesday 
stating the building owner 
has asked the Argyle 
Street establishment to 
vacate. The information 
came from an unnamed 
source. 

“The bum’s-rush al¬ 
legedly comes as (Louis) 
Rezniclc’s Starfish Proper¬ 
ties finishes renovation on 
their impressive Barring¬ 
ton Street shop-fronts and 
offices,” the story reads. 
“Knocking through the old 
tavern space will give Star¬ 
fish clients easy access to 
the Barrington locations.” 

The gossip about the 
popular Halifax bar was 
a hot topic Tuesday after¬ 
noon on Twitter. 

“I don’t know where 
they got that stoiy,” 
Syperelc said, suggesting 
the ongoing renegotia¬ 
tion of his lease may have 
sparked the rumour. 

“The Seahorse is the 
oldest bar in Nova Scotia,” 
Syperelc said. “There’s no 
way I’d close it down.” 

He’s not worried about 
having to move his bar 
to another location, and 
added that Starfish Proper¬ 
ties “has nothing to do 
with our building.” 

Syperelc is dealing 
with Sowerby & Company 
Management Inc., to re¬ 
negotiate his lease for the 
Seahorse. That company 
confirmed Tuesday it 
manages the property, 
and that the building 
itself is owned by private 
investors.

Public can weigh in 
on 7-storey project 


North & Oxford. Council 
divided on merits of 
increasing density versus 
appropriate design 
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Although city staff recom¬ 
mended against continuing 
with a development proposal 
on the comer of North and 
Oxford streets in Halifax, resi¬ 
dents will now have the chance 
to weigh in on the seven-storey 
project. 

On Tuesday, regional coun¬ 


cil voted to initiate the process 
to amend municipal planning 
regulations to allow for a 75- 
unit residential building at 
6395 and 6399 North Street, 
despite some councillors’ objec¬ 
tions. 

“There’s a small park, a 
school ... the design of the 
building is inappropriate rela¬ 
tive to its surroundings,” said 
Coun. Linda Mosher. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts said 
she had heard from over a 
dozen residents who said they 
weren’t consulted at all and 
didn’t like the proposal. 

The proposal from Paul 
Slceny Architects, on behalf 
of Mythos Developments Ltd., 
includes demolishing the 


existing building — originally 
a nunneiy and most recently a 
rooming house — and building 
an 80-foot building taking up 
95 per cent of the lot with 20- 
foot set-backs for the first four 
floors. 

Other councillors said den- 
sifying the peninsula was an 
important part of the Regional 
Plan, and the lot was in an ideal 
position on a busy intersection. 

Coun. David Hendsbee add¬ 
ed it was important for the pro¬ 
posal to see the “light of day,” 
and go to the public for a full 
discussion. 

“To kill it now is not really 
fair,” Hendsbee said. 

The staff recommendation 
to halt the process was defeated

by a close vote, and council 
passed an alternative to begin 
the amendment process, pro¬ 
vided the developer goes to the 
public and incorporates feed¬ 
back to the proposal. 

Staff suggestions included 
lowering the overall height to 
match the residential area, hav¬ 
ing setbacks and wall heights 
similar to nearby buildings, and 
taking away a podium wall. 


‘Buzz’ in the air. Council 
approves continuation of 
Open Data Catalogue 


Following a successful pilot 
project last year, regional 
council approved staff’s rec¬ 
ommendation to make the 
Open Data Catalogue a perma¬ 
nent fixture. 

HRM staff said five new 
datasets will be released this 
fall, including tax area rates, 
contour data, spot heights, 
pre-amalgamation boundaries 
and parking meters. 

Coun. Darren Fisher said 


there was a “buzz” in the air 
during the Apps4Halifax con¬ 
test based on the original 17 
datasets. He said this is a great 
step forward for those people 
in the local tech industry who 
know how to create new apps 
with the information. 

The administrative or¬ 
der says staff will release 
new datasets at least once a 
year, within the catalogue.

The sound of morning traffic 
along Gottingen Street was 
interrupted on Tuesday with 
angry chants of “Free, free 
Palestine.” 

A crowd of 40 protestors 
picketed outside local Member 
of Parliament Megan Leslie’s 
office to demand that the fed¬ 
eral Opposition take a stronger 
stance in condemning what the 
demonstrators called Israeli ag¬ 
gression in Gaza. 

“I’m horrified that so many 
civilians are being killed, and 
senselessly,” said event organ¬ 
izer John Hutton of Solidarity 
Halifax. “As an NDP member I 


want to see the opposition do 
more to speak out against these 
atrocities.” 

The demonstration followed 
reports that a third United Na¬ 
tions school in Gaza had been 
attacked over the weekend, 
killing 10 people and injuring 
dozens more. 

“It’s a feeling of powerless¬ 
ness, but also just outrage that 
UN schools can get bombed 
without consequence,” said 
Hutton. “Somebody’s got to 
hold Israel to account.” 

As of Tuesday morning the 
Gazan death toll in the four- 
week-long conflict had sur¬ 
passed 1,900, according to the 
Associated Press. 

Protest organizers outlined 
three demands, calling on the 
NDP to denounce Israeli ag¬ 
gression, to condemn Harper’s 
unequivocal support for Israel 
in the Gazan conflict and to de¬ 
mand an end to Israeli occupa¬ 
tion of the Palestinian territoiy. 

Leslie tweeted she had not 
been notified about the event 
but said she would be willing 
to meet with organizers next 
week. 


Atlantic Jewish Council 


• The head of an East 
Coast Jewish association 
dismissed the protest 
in Halifax Tuesday. Jon 
Goldberg, executive 
director of the Atlantic 
Jewish Council, accused 
Solidarity Halifax and 
other “ultra-left groups” 
of demonizing Israel. 
“From my perspective 
that group and those pro¬ 
testing are nothing more 
than a tiny fringe that, 
frankly, the vast majority 
of Canadians have tuned 
out," said Goldberg Tues¬ 
day. 


• While he called the kill¬ 
ing on both sides of the 
Middle East conflict a tra¬ 
gedy, Goldberg accused 
Hamas of using their 
own civilians as human 
shields in order to swing 
international opinion in 
their favour.

Forecasters say summer sizzle 
will stick well into September 


Enjoy. Environment 
Canada says more 
extra-warm weather is 
in store for Nova Scotia

The end-of-summer forecast 
for Atlantic Canada should 


make Nova Scotians think 
twice about putting away 
their shades and flip-flops. 

Environment Canada is 
forecasting a warmer-than- 
normal August and Septem¬ 
ber for Canada’s East Coast, 
building on a summer-long 
trend of consistently high 
temperatures. 

“If you’ve had your sum¬ 
mer holidays in July, don’t 
think that you’ve used up 
your full allotment of warm 


days,” said David Phillips, a 
senior climatologist with En¬ 
vironment Canada. 

“The good beer-drinking 
and muscle-shirt and tank-top 
weather continues.” 

At 20.2 C, the average 
temperature for Halifax last 
month was nearly 1.5 C warm¬ 
er than the July norm. 

What’s more, Phillips said, 
the city enjoyed a full 21 days 
of above-25 C weather in July, 
compared to the usual aver¬ 


age of 13 days. 

“It’s almost as if you 
couldn’t have ordered better 
weather,” he said, describing 
the conditions as positive for 
the region’s farmers. “It’s that 
consistency that you dream 
of.” 

One Annapolis Valley 
grower agreed the year’s con¬ 
ditions had been reasonable 
so far, despite spring’s late ar¬ 
rival. 

“It’s been one of the bet¬ 


ter ones here in the valley for 
the amount of moisture,” said 
Greg Webster of Webster’s 
Farms, a U-piclc in Cambridge. 

“The biggest challenge 
has been working around 
the weather to get crops har¬ 
vested.” 

Still, the humidity has 
posed challenges for other 
growers. 

The hot, wet conditions 
are ideal for mildew and fun¬ 
gal diseases that affect grapes, 


said Simon Rafuse, a wine¬ 
maker at Blomidon Estate 
Wineiy. 

“Eveiy year has been so dif¬ 
ferent for the last little while. 
It’s hard to draw parallels to 
anything in recent memoiy,” 
he said about the weather’s 
variability. 

“I think it’s the fluctua¬ 
tions that do make it challen¬ 
ging. We do our best to ride 
out the storm. But that’s farm¬ 
ing, right?”

Update Bertha weakened 
to tropical storm status 


The Canadian Hurricane Cen¬ 
tre in Halifax says Bertha has 
weakened to a tropical storm 
as it continues to move in a 
northeasterly direction. 

The storm had maximum 
sustained winds of 102 kilo¬ 
metres per hour Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

Forecasters expected the 
storm to gradually weaken 
from Tuesday through Wed¬ 


nesday, and said it will pass 
well south of Nova Scotia. 

However, it is expected to 
interact with an approaching 
trough from the west on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Forecasters say that inter¬ 
action as the storm approach¬ 
es the Grand Banks could see 
Bertha track closer to New¬ 
foundland on Thursday.

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Yellow gliders may help find 
elusive right whale locations 


Joint effort. Canadian 
and U.S. researchers 
hope to determine 
migration patterns 


Sleek yellow gliders will soon 
cruise the waters off Nova Sco¬ 
tia in a high-tech bid to track 
down one of the world’s most 
endangered marine mam¬ 
mals. 

Canadian and American 
scientists are getting ready to 
deploy autonomous under¬ 
water vehicles around the 
Scotian shelf to look for rare 
North Atlantic right whales 
and learn about their habitats. 

The team hopes the gliders 
— long, slender electric de¬ 
vices that can quietly collect 
marine ecosystem data — 
might identify areas where 
the whales congregate. 

“We’re going to put eyes 
and ears into the water and 
go looking for those missing 
whales and their habitats,” 
said Chris Taggart, a professor 


in the Oceanography Depart¬ 
ment at Dalhousie University 
in Halifax. “We know that 
these whales are going some¬ 
where else and we haven’t a 
clue where.” 

Taggart is one of several re¬ 
searchers from the New Eng¬ 
land Aquarium, the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institute 
and the University of Victoria 
collaborating on the glider 
project to see if they can deter¬ 
mine the whales’ migratoiy 
paths and critical habitats. 

Moira Brown, a senior 
scientist with the New Eng¬ 
land Aquarium, said they saw 
the lowest number of right 
whales in the bay last year 
and need to figure out where 
the whales might be going so 
they can add protections, like 
ship alerts or rerouting ship¬ 
ping lanes. 

“Right whales are an ani¬ 
mal that feeds on plankton, 
which moves with currents 
and they may follow it,” she 
said. “We need to maximize 
our eyes on the water.”

Sharon Murphy, 68, is wor¬ 
ried she soon won’t be able 
to afford her apartment, and 
may have trouble getting 
around as her physical condi¬ 
tion deteriorates with age. 

The Halifax senior showed 
up Tuesday at the Bloomfield 
Centre for a joint press con¬ 
ference by the provincial and 
federal governments announ¬ 
cing $102-million for afford¬ 
able housing in Nova Scotia 
over five years. 

“I’m veiy active, but... I’ve 
had a couple of bad falls and I 
needed short-term care,” she 
said. “I want to build some¬ 
thing like that into housing 
for seniors.” 

She also emphasized that 
“most seniors are finding it 
very, very difficult to keep up 
with rent.” 

Central Nova MP Peter 
MacKay assured her the new 
funding, an extension of $61 
million promised under the 
Affordable Housing Agree¬ 
ment, will be “flexible within 
the province ... to do things 
like make homes more ac¬ 


cessible, ... to accommodate 
issues around mobility, issues 
around an aging population.” 

Community Services Min¬ 
ister Joanne Bernard pointed 
to examples of how afford¬ 
able housing cash has already 
helped, such as with a part¬ 
nership with Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity for two new buildings 
in East Preston. 

Housing Nova Scotia is 
currently working on how to 
best dole out the new dough, 
the Dartmouth North Liberal 
MLA said. 

“I’m looking at new cre¬ 
ative ways of moving people 
into housing, whether it be 
through an increase in rent 
supplements, of course re¬ 
builds ... and working with 
other non-profit organiza¬ 
tions.” 

Progressive Conservative 
Community Services critic 
Eddie Orrell said in an email 
Tuesday, “we’ll be watching 
to make sure the funds are 
distributed in a competent 
manner.”

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Airlines monitor Ebola outbreak 


Precautions. What are 
airlines doing to ease 
flyers' concerns? 


As the Ebola outbreak in 
West Africa grows, airlines 
around the globe are closely 
monitoring the situation but 
have yet to make any drastic 
changes. Here are some key 
questions about Ebola and 
what airlines are doing to 
contain it. 

Q: Why are airlines so con¬ 
cerned? 

A: Airlines quickly take pas¬ 
sengers from one part of the 
globe to another. With some 
germs, one sick passenger 
on a plane could theoretic¬ 
ally infect hundreds of 
people who are connecting 
to flights to dozens of other 
countries. Health and airline 
officials note, however, that 
Ebola only spreads through 
direct contact. Outbreaks 
of diseases that can spread 
through the air, such as 
the flu and severe acute 
respiratory syndrome (SARS), 


are more problematic for 
airlines. 

Q: Should people travel to 
West Africa? 

A: The U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
on Thursday issued a warning 
for Americans to avoid non- 
essential travel to the West 
African nations of Guinea, 
Liberia and Sierra Leone. 

Q: Is Ebola deadly? 

A: Very much so. If contracted, 
there is no vaccine and no 
specific treatment. The World 
Health Organization estimated 
Monday that there have been 
887 deaths from the current 
Ebola outbreak. That trans¬ 
lates to a fatality rate of about 
60 per cent. 

Q: How is Ebola transmit¬ 
ted? 

A: The virus only spreads 
through direct contact with 
the blood or fluids of an 
infected person, according 
to the CDC. It can also be 
spread through objects, such 
as needles, that have been 
contaminated with infected 
fluids. No airborne transmis¬ 


sion has been documented. 

Q: Are passengers leaving 
Africa being screened? 

A: Since the outbreak 
erupted, the CDC has sent 
about two dozen staffers in 
West Africa to help try to 
track cases, set up emer¬ 
gency response operations 
and provide other help to 
control the outbreak. Last 
week, CDC officials said the 
agency will send 50 more 
in the next month. CDC 
workers in Africa also are 
helping to screen passengers 
at airports, according to CDC 
director Dr. Tom Frieden. 

Q: Has the airline industry 
dealt with any outbreaks in 
the past? 

A: In 2003, there was a 
global outbreak of SARS. 
During the 2003 outbreak, 
8,098 people worldwide be¬ 
came sick with SARS; 774 of 
those died. Airports started 
screening incoming pas¬ 
sengers for fever. The disease 
was devastating for airlines 
because fearful passengers 
stayed home.

Experimental drug 


Canada's 
contribution 
to fighting 
Ebola virus 


Canadian research is at the 
heart of an experimental 
Ebola therapy recently 
given to two American aid 
workers infected while car¬ 
ing for patients in Liberia. 

The unlicensed drug, 
called ZMapp, is made of 
three monoclonal anti¬ 
bodies, disease-fighting pro¬ 
teins that target a specific 
part of an invading patho¬ 
gen, in this case the Ebola 
Zaire virus — the specific 
strain of Ebola responsible 
for this outbreak. 

Two of the monoclonal 
antibodies are the product 
of years of research done at 
the Public Health Agency 
of Canada’s National 
Microbiology Laboratory in 
Winnipeg, the agency said. 

The third was de¬ 
veloped at the U.S. Army 
Medical Research Institute 
of Infectious Diseases, 
known as USAMRIID.

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Crown won’t retry father for 
murder in twin girls’ deaths

A Newfoundland man con¬ 
victed of drowning his twin 
daughters will not face a new 
trial after the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled what he told 
police during a so-called Mr. Big 
sting is inadmissible. 

Hart, now 45, was to be re 
leased to an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion after nine years behind 
bars. The Crown said it couldn’t 
retiy him for murder in the 
deaths of his three-year-old 
daughters, Karen and Krista, 
who wound up in the water 
near a boat launch called Little 
Harbour on Aug. 4, 2002. 

Lawyers for Hart say there is 
no evidence of a crime without 


the confession given during an 
elaborate police sting. 

Hart’s conviction in 2007 by 
a jury in the drowning deaths of 
his three-year-old twin daugh¬ 
ters at Gander Lake was initially 
overturned on appeal in 2012. 
The Supreme Court of Canada 
upheld that decision last week, 
ruling a confession Hart gave to 
police posing as mobsters can¬ 
not be used against him. 

Hart has maintained that 
the deaths of his daughters, 
Karen and Krista, were acci¬ 
dental but changed his stoiy 
about what happened. 

RCMP launched the Mr. 
Big sting in Februaiy 2005 and 
spent about $413,000 over four 
months while officers posing as 
gangsters recruited Hart to join 
their crime network. 

Lawyers for Hart at his ap¬ 
peal stressed that he had a 
Grade 5 education, was on so¬ 
cial assistance and was easily 
led. 


They said that he was espe¬ 
cially vulnerable to the Mr. Big 
tactic used by police across Can¬ 
ada to extract confessions of 
prior crimes. 

In a secretly videotaped ex¬ 
change in June 2005, an officer 
posing as a gang leader asked 
Hart about the deaths of his 
daughters in a concocted test of 
Hart’s loyalty. 

Hart began to talk about his 
seizure but was told not to he. 

He then described how he 
could not accept that social 
workers planned to give his 
brother custody of his children. 

Hart is shown on another 
tape re-enacting on a Gander 
Lake wharf how he used his 
shoulder to shove the girls off. 

Hart’s defence lawyer 
argued that his client’s confes¬ 
sion was unreliable. He said 
Hart needed money, was paid 
more than $15,000 during the 
Mr. Big operation and was in¬ 
timidated.

'Horrendous night.’ Search 
for two missing girls ends 
with joyful family reunion 


Calgary police continue 
murder probe in Mexico 



A frantic search for two young 
girls who were missing for 
about 17 hours at a camp¬ 
ground near Calabogie, Ont. 
ended in smiles, as the nine- 
and 11-year-old girls were res¬ 
cued in dramatic fashion Tues¬ 
day afternoon by the OPP. 

The girls spent a night alone 
in the woods after wandering 
too far during a game of man¬ 
hunt, making for a “horren¬ 
dous” night for family back at 
the campsite. 

Nine-year-old Elya Munro 
and her 11-year-old cousin Em¬ 
ber Greatrix were rescued after 
an intense 16-hour search that 
involved about 30 officers in 
a helicopter, ATVs, boats and 
on foot. It was a voice call that 
eventually found the lost girls 
about two kilometres in thick 
bush. Paramedics delivered the 
girls back to family in an ATV 
for a reunion that had parents 
and grandparents in tears. 

“We are so relieved,” said 
Elya’s grandmother Helene 
Ripley, fighting back tears just 
minutes after the girls were re¬ 
turned. She said the girls slept 
under a tree overnight and El¬ 
ya’s parents began ciying when 
they saw OPP drive up with 
them on their ATV. 

“We are absolutely thrilled, 
it was a horrendous night.”

Paramedics became con¬ 
cerned that the girls were 
suffering from hypothermia 
and dehydration, especially 
since a thunderstorm ripped 
through the area overnight. But 
the girls were found with only 
minor scratches and bumps. 

“We had emergency re 
sponse team officers, and they 
were in different sections 
where they were searching, and 
they were calling out.... The girls 
responded and they were able 
then to track and find them,” 
said Renfrew OPP spokes¬ 
woman Const. Beth Ethier.

Calgary police investigators 
are in Mexico as part of an 
ongoing investigation into the 
disappearance and presumed 
murder of a five-year-old boy 
and his grandparents. 

The bodies of Nathan 
O’Brien and Alvin and Kathy Li- 
knes have not been recovered 
since the three disappeared 
from the couple’s Calgary 
home June 29, but police have 
laid three murder charges. 

The couple had been hav¬ 
ing an estate sale that week¬ 
end as they downsized ahead 
of a move to Edmonton and 
then to a residence in Mexico. 
Nathan was at his grandpar¬ 
ents’ house for a sleepover. 

A police spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed Tuesday that officers 
are in Mexico. 

“It’s just making sure that 
all the avenues are covered. 
There’s nothing to it other 
than just crossing t’s and dot¬ 
ting the i’s,” said Calgaiy police 
spokeswoman Emma Poole. 
“We’re not going to get into 
details of how long they’ve 
been down there, where they 
are or how many went.” 

Douglas Garland, 54, is 
facing two charges of first-de¬ 
gree murder and one count of 
second-degree murder. 

Garland was initially con¬ 


sidered a person of interest 
in the case and was held on 
an identity theft charge un¬ 
related to the disappearance 
of the trio. 

Garland had lived for sev¬ 
eral years in Vancouver using 
the identity of a dead person. 
Police alleged he was using 
that identity again when they 
brought him in for question¬ 
ing in the missing persons 
case. 

That charge has now been 
stayed by the Crown.

Indirect Israel-Hamas talks 
in Cairo are to tackle the de¬ 
tails. The hope is that promises 
of a better life for Gazans will

How do you decide what’s 
canon and what’s not for 
this franchise? 

For me, I was a huge fan of 
the cartoons and the movies. 

I didn’t know a lot about 
the comic books until I met 
Kevin Eastman and read the 
comics. What was important 
were touchstones such as 
pizza and cowabunga, but 
their personalities were what 
was most important. There 
are those tropes, for sure. I 
think it’s like a dysfunctional 
family that has to come 
together to save the world. 

In the age of Man of Steel 
and The Dark Knight, you 
have to make sure audi¬ 



ences know this isn’t meant 
to be taken seriously, right? 

That’s what I love about the 
Turtles. I feel like the stuff 
that I became a fan of was 
actually the parody of super¬ 
heroes, the fact that they are 
so absurd — the combination 
of teenage, mutant, ninja and 
turtles is so ridiculous that 
we do want to laugh. And the 
more I got into the movie the 
more I wanted it to be funny 
because the more I wanted to 
tiy and point out how ridicu¬ 
lous it is without undermin¬ 
ing the world. 


You have a battle on top of 
a skyscraper and actually 
show debris hitting the 
ground, which is oddly rare 
in a film. 

Those shots can be expen¬ 
sive and studios often say, 

“No one gives a s— about 
those people down there.

the sophisticated side of Vegas 


So much more than 
sinning. Nevada's 
gambling mecca has 
grown up and is starting 
to feel more like a city 
than a tourist trap

Contraiy to that old saying 
about what happens in Vegas 
stays in Vegas, it’s time the 
word gets out that Sin City isn’t 
all that sinful anymore. With a 
downtown revitalization — in¬ 
cluding plans for a world-class 
art galleiy — and changes 
along the strip, this desert city 
is no longer all about gambling, 
thousand-room hotels and sexy 
shows. 

The strip 

While stretch SUVs still motor 
up and down S. Las Vegas Boule¬ 
vard, around 20 million visitors 
a year are taking their pedals off 
the metal and instead hitting 
the pavement. Recently opened 
between the historic Flamingo 
Casino and The Quad, The LINQ 
is an outdoor shopping, dining 
and entertainment area featur¬ 
ing the High Roller, a 550-foot 
observation wheel offering epic 
views of the city and surround¬ 
ing mountains. 

A draw for visitors, the LINQ 
is also attracting Vegas residents 
thanks to popular LA-based 
boutique Kitson (want to dress 
like your favourite star? Photos 
hang from the ceiling show¬ 
ing paparazzi shots of young 
stars wearing their products); 
Brooklyn Bowl, a combination 
32-lane alley and music venue 
hosting acts like Chvrches and 


The Avett Brothers; and Polar¬ 
oid Fotobar, where you down¬ 
load your Twitter, Faceboolc 
or Instagram images to print 
them as Polaroid pictures. The 
LINQ is just one of the areas 
being carved out to make the 
walk between casinos more 
enjoyable. The Monte Carlo has 
also pedestrianized its boule¬ 
vard frontage to include restau¬ 
rants and specialty stores like 
BLVD Creameiy, with a rotating 
selection of ice cream flavours 

— including alcohol-flavoured 

— made on site. 

The hotels 

A boutique hotel in Vegas? 
While other resorts count their 
rooms in the thousands, The 
Cromwell features only 188 


rooms. It opened this sprmg at 
the comer of Las Vegas Boule¬ 
vard and Flamingo Road. Dark 
hardwood floors, leather de¬ 
tails and patterned pink and 
burgundy wall coverings cre¬ 
ate a Paris-meets-Vegas feel to 
the rooms. 

The hotel has already be¬ 
come a must-visit fixture on the 
strip thanks to celebrity chef 
Giada De Laurentiis’ first res¬ 
taurant, which bears her name, 
Giada. Mixing Italian fare with 
Californian flair, the lemon 
spaghetti, bacon-wrapped dates 
and lemon ricotta cookies have 
already gained a reputation in 
the city. Cocktails are named 
after films made by her grand¬ 
father, Dino De Laurentiis. You 
can sip on a Flash (after Flash

The $29-million US project 
is currently set to open in three 
years in 18b, an 18-bloclc area 
that has become known as 
The Las Vegas Arts District. It 
is home to Art Square and The 
Arts Factoiy — two contempor¬ 
aiy art centres featuring a range 
of artists — and Antiques Alley. 

If you find yourself in Vegas 
at the start of the month, check 
out First Fridays, a street festi¬ 
val drawing more than 20,000 
visitors for a night of food, 
music and art.

Linkedln is an incredibly valu¬ 
able resource, not just for job- 
hunting and networking, but 
also as a platform to develop 
your professional profile and 
image. 

One of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges you’ll face when you 
create your Linkedln profile 
is deciding what to include in 
that dreaded “summaiy” sec¬ 
tion, which has a limit of 2,000 
characters. 

Your summaiy is usually 
the first thing a profile viewer 
sees, which makes it one of 
the most important parts of 
your Linkedln profile — a good 
summaiy encourages readers 
to scroll down and learn more 
about you. 

Here are some tips to help 
you create a great Linkedln 
summaiy: 

Blank is not an option 

If you have limited experience, 
you may feel inclined to neglect 


writing a summaiy, convinced 
that you don’t have anything to 
share. 

However, a summaiy is 
a great place for you to talk 
about your future goals and 
aspirations, which can help you 
when you’re trying to network 
or land your first job. 

Even if you aren’t actively 
using Linkedln or looking for 
work, having a complete pro¬ 
file shows that you appreciate 
the importance of online pres¬ 
ence and self-representation. 

It’s important to remember 
that your Linkedln profile is 
always visible, and that leaving 
your summaiy blank sends a 
strong message to a prospective 
employer. 

Use up that character limit 

You have about 2,000 charac¬ 


ters to share with the Linkedln 
world. Put them to good use. 

Share things with your net¬ 
work that don’t fit in other sec¬ 
tions of your profile. 

For example, you may pos¬ 
sess unique skills or experi¬ 
ence that you haven’t used in 
a workplace context — talk 
about them here. 

Your summaiy is also a great 
place to show some personal 
character.

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Bouchard leaves 
Rogers Cup in dark 


Tennis. Montreal's 
sweetheart has one of 
those days, falls in first 
match on national stage 


Shelby Rogers scored a shock¬ 
ing 6-0, 2-6, 6-0 victoiy over 
the listless crowd favourite 
Eugenie Bouchard at the $2.44 
million US women’s Rogers 
Cup on a Tuesday thrown into 
confusion by a more than sev¬ 
en-hour power outage. 

Play went on despite the 
lack of electricity, which shut 
down scoreboards and um¬ 
pires’ microphones, and left 
the players without light or 
hot water in their clubhouse. 

Bouchard, the rising star 
from Westmount, Que., suf¬ 
fered a power shortage of her 
own after walking onto centre 
court to a standing ovation. 

“ft was cool to see the sup¬ 
port she has here and it’s fun 
to see that much support for 
tennis,” Rogers said. “I knew 
what I was getting into so I 
was prepared for it.... I know 
she’s a mega superstar up 
here.” 

The 20-year-old Bouchard, 
rusty from not having played 
since reaching the Wimble¬ 
don final last month, couldn’t 
make a shot in the first set, 
hitting normally routine 
shots long or wide. 

The crowd went quiet as 
Bouchard’s body language 
suggested she’d like to crawl 
into a cave and stay there. 

“I was feeling the pressure 
on the court and I was feeling 
kind of match rusty,” Bou¬ 
chard said. “I knew it would 
be kind of a difficult situation

but I’m happy I was able to

FIFA prez suggests men’s World Cup in Canada 


Sepp Blatter appeared at 
peace. 

Perhaps the lingering 
memories of a chaotic Brazil¬ 
ian World Cup have FIFA’s 
president so happy to be in 
Canada. Maybe it was a mod¬ 
estly attended news conference 
where he faced no questions 
about bidding corruption, 
2018 World Cup host Russia’s 
alleged militaiy involvement 
in Ukraine or labour rights in 
2022 host Qatar. 

Whatever the reason, Can¬ 
ada suits Blatter just fine. So 


fine in fact that Blatter didn’t 
have to be asked about a pos¬ 
sible World Cup in Canada — 
he brought it up on his own. 

“Let’s go to see if you can 
bring the famous FIFA’s World 
Cup we just played in Brazil to 
your country,” he said Monday. 

That’s good news for Can¬ 
adian soccer ahead of the 
Under-20 Women’s World Cup, 
which begins Tuesday and runs 
through Aug. 24 in Toronto, 
Montreal, Edmonton and 
Moncton, N.B. 

The 16-team event is a pre¬ 


cursor to next year’s Women’s 
World Cup, which will move 
from 16 teams to 24. 

Blatter called the tourna¬ 
ments a necessaiy step to a suc¬ 
cessful bid by the Canadian Soc¬ 
cer Association for the men’s 
tournament. 

“It’s time. It’s a project and 
if you’re going to have a project 
like the FIFA World Cup, it takes 
some time,” he said. “You have 
had the courage and it was ne¬ 
cessary to (CSA president Victor 
Montagliani) to have the cour¬ 
age to ask, to organize FIFA’s 


Women’s World Cup with 24 
teams. It will be the first time.” 

The CSA has said it plans to 
enter a formal bid for the 2026 
World Cup. 

Canada won the bidding to 
both women’s tournaments in 
2011 after its lone opposition, 
Zimbabwe, pulled out of con¬ 
sideration. Canada previously 
hosted the men’s Under-17 
World Cup in 1987 and the 
men’s Under-20 World Cup 
in 2007, as well as the first 
women’s under-20 tournament 

in 2002. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Canadians love compact 
SUVs, so automakers are con¬ 
tinually improving their en¬ 
tries in this highly competi¬ 
tive segment. 

Toyota completely re¬ 
designed its RAV4 for 2013. 
The 2014 version undergoes 
minor trim changes, includ¬ 
ing a standard navigation 
system on the top-line Lim¬ 
ited. 

My tester was the base 
LE with front-wheel drive, 
which starts at $23,870, 


along with a $1,500 Upgrade 
Package that added such 
features as heated seats, 
backup camera, cargo cover, 
silver roof rails, and audio 
display screen. 

An all-wheel-drive system 
is optional on the LE and 
mid-range XLE trim line, 
and is the only choice on the 
top-line Limited. The AWD 
primarily runs the front 
wheels in normal driving, 
but will send power to the 
rear wheels when needed in 
slippery conditions. 

Although the previous- 
generation RAV4 could be 
ordered with a V6, all mod¬ 
els now use a 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder that makes 176 
horsepower, and is mated to 
a six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. You won’t miss the 
V6; the four-cylinder does 
an excellent job, even when 
I had the vehicle fully load¬ 


ed with passengers and lug¬ 
gage en route to the airport. 

The steering is a little too 
light for my liking, but that 
also translates into an easy 
trip around tight spots and 
into parking spaces. The 
ride is firm without being 


harsh but, overall, the RAV4 
is very noisy, both from the 
tires and the engine, which 
can drone at certain speeds. 

The spare tire used to 
be stored outside on the 
swing-out rear gate, but 
now that it’s been moved

inside under the cargo floor, 
the RAV4 gets a top-hinged 
liftgate, which I find more 
convenient. 

The interior looks fabu¬ 
lous, including a stitched 
dash and steering wheel, 
easy-to-use controls, and 
considerable small-item 
storage for driver and pas¬ 
senger. 

The rear seats can be a lit¬ 
tle tight for tall passengers 

— this is a compact, after all 

— but those back chairs eas¬ 
ily fold flat for extra cargo 
space. 

All in all, this latest-gen¬ 
eration RAV4 is a consider¬ 
able improvement over the 
old one, and a worthy con¬ 
tender in the small-utility 
segment. 
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What test car is Garry bringing us this week? We literally have no due what he's bringing us until it lands in our driveway, 
but who are we to doubt Garry Sowerby, who has a bazillion Guinness records for around-the-world driving? That's a bazillion more than we have, after all.

Looks like a deal at $50,000, 
but is a Hyundai really worth it?

Genesis is attractive, 
very well-equipped, 
powerful and drives 
great, despite the 
relatively low price 


The sticking point is not 
whether Hyundai can sell 
cars costing $50,000 or 
more. It’s whether the car in 
question is worth $50,000. 

The new 2015 Genesis is 
therefore about perspective. 

“Pretty nice, isn’t it?” 
Garry says as he hops out 
and tosses me the key thing. 

Pretty nice, indeed. 

The thing that people 
have to come to grips with 
is that $50,000 is actually 
not an abnormally huge 
amount of money for a well- 
turned-out full-size (gigan¬ 
tic, in this case) luxury car. 

A case in point is the 
$90,000 Audi A6 diesel we 
recently tested, which of 
course is smaller than the 
Genesis. The Lexus LS starts 
in the mid-$80,000 range. 
The Cadillac CTS Vsport 
(also smaller than the Hyun¬ 
dai) we recently tested 
was also pushing $80,000. 
The Acura RLX is closer, at 
$50,000. 

So, a $53,000 Hyundai 
has to be a deal, right? Well, 
getting back to the original 
question, it has to do with 
whether you feel like you’re 
getting 50-grand worth of 
car relative to whatever else 
is out there and the answer 
is easily yes. 

The Genesis 3.8 Tech¬ 
nology model I tested has 
the base 311-horsepower 
3.8-litre V6, as well as the 
HTRAC all-wheel-drive sys¬ 
tem. The car is spilling over 
with modern crash-mitigat¬ 
ing electronics and boasts 
a great 14-spealcer Lexicon 
stereo that was set to some 
hip-hop station Garry likes. 
Please. 

But what makes the Gen¬ 
esis worth the price is that 
it actually looks and feels

like it’s worth it — from the 
ride and drive quality to its 
side profile, long nose and 
satin-nickel trim pieces. 

And the engine! OK, a V8 
is available, but it’s just not 
necessary. The 3.8 is plenty 
peppy, partially due to the 
eight-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission, while returning ac¬ 
ceptable fuel performance. 

With premium brands 
de-emphasizing engine size 
and power, it matters less 



that the 3.8 is shared with 
the lesser Genesis coupe or 
the Santa Fe. Honestly, no 
one should care. 

The beauty is that there 
are actually two Genesis 
models below this particular 
model, starting at $43,000. 
Looks like the large-car deal 
of the decade, eh?

Hyundai did such a good 
job on this car that it calls 
into question the relevance 
of its more expensive Equus 
model, which starts at 
$65,000. 

In fact, the company 
might do better to pay atten¬ 
tion to the gap in the lineup 
between the smaller Sonata 
and the Genesis, which is 
more of a chasm, really. 

But as far as the Genesis 
goes, it is “pretty nice.” 
Garry, you are the master of 
understatement. 
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We must plan now 
for the imminent

Regrets, I’ve had a few. By a 
few, I mean a few hundred. 

The ones I’m prepared to 
speak about publicly mostly 
revolve around sports cars I 
should have bought, when 
they were just “used cars” 
and 25 years away from be¬ 
coming the $1-million-plus 
classics they are today. 

I guess we’re always not 
doing things today that would 
make our futures better. 
Sometimes it comes down to 
the future being so cloudy, or 
taking such crazy turns, that 
you really have no chance of 
making the right decisions. 

Other times, we can see 
the future clearly enough, 
but don’t act accordingly. 
This latter type of misfire is 
what Paul Godsmarlc figures 
is happening right now in 
our society, as we head into 
a future where vehicles are 
self-driven and are able talk 
to each other and stay out of 
each other’s way. 

Godsmarlc trained in Eng¬ 
land as a civil engineer; he 
currently lives in Edmonton, 
and works as a transportation 
specialist. He is a member 
of the Autonomous Vehicle 
Task Force at ITS Canada, 
and co-founded the Canadian 
Automated Vehicles Centre of 
Excellence (CAVCOE), a non¬ 
profit organization devoted 
to researching and advocat¬ 
ing for automated vehicles. 
If there are others in Canada 
with more insight into the 
economic and social implica¬ 
tions of a driverless future 


than Godsmarlc, we’re not 
aware of them. He believes 
that future is coming faster 
than people think. 

“The technology is not just 
accelerating, the acceleration 
is accelerating,” he says. He 
predicts there will be some 
driverless transportation in 
Canada by 2020, or sooner. 

That’s only six years away, 
so any decisions governments 
and businesses are making to¬ 
day about long-term projects 
had better be based on this 
new self-driving paradigm. 
Of course, they’re not. That’s 
what has Godsmarlc so frus¬ 
trated. 

“This will be a huge dis¬ 
ruption. There are so many 
things we could be doing.” 

He says one of the main 
things we should be doing is 
due diligence on all transit 
plans, especially super-expen¬ 
sive ones, like LRTs and sub¬ 
ways. We may not need them. 

Godsmarlc also wonders 
about businesses that con¬ 
tinue to invest long-term in 
the current paradigm, where 
large numbers of people need 
to buy and maintain their own 
vehicles. If cars can be pro¬ 
grammed to show up when 
you need them, and drive off 
to someone else when you 
don’t, we won’t need nearly 
as many vehicles. 

CAVCOE is proposing 
some kind of new federal 
group to lead regulatoiy mat¬ 
ters for driverless vehicles, 
because such a future will 
impact all levels of Canadian 
society — not just the trans¬ 
portation space. 

Godsmarlc notes that 
health costs, tax revenues, 
jobs, municipal land, and nat¬ 
ural resources are just a few 
of the areas that will drastic¬ 
ally change under the driver¬ 
less paradigm. 

“We want to get the mes¬ 
sage out that we’re all stake¬ 
holders, every single one of 
us,” he says. “We all need 
to be aware of the potential 
changes.”

Choking on its own airborne pollution, China has 
waived a 10-per-cent purchase tax on electric cars as 
part of expanded measures to combat emissions and 
cut energy dependence.
